Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 5-9, 37, 41 and 42 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant has claimed a microplate comprised of a frame and a plurality of wells, 

each of the wells having the following combination of elements: a first well with a 
relatively small reservoir and concave bottom and a second well having a relatively 
large reservoir. The first and second wells are structured such that the first smaller well 
is not located entirely within or entirely outside of the second, larger well. The first and 
second well also share a wall (shown in Figures 3B and 3C as element #320) that 
physically separates the small reservoir from the large reservoir so that the small 
reservoir has a portion of itself not counting the wall that overlaps a portion of said 
second well. The Examiner considers the reference "Stevens" and the "Clear Strips" 
teaching to be the closest prior art. The references show microplates with individual 
wells that contain large and small reservoirs, but do not teach the overlapping well 
structure of the instant claims.
